So , we 
decided that it was time to 
"catch up" to the rest of 
the speeding ST boards 
by purchasing a Practical 
Peripherals 2400SA 
modem. Hopefully this one 
will give us a little better 
service than the Avatex 
1200 and will serve our 
expansion purposes for 
the next few years as 
people start to upgrade 
to the 2400 baud modems.

'around at modem prices 
lately , the 2400 baud 
modems can be found for 
around two hundred dollars 
or less these days which is 
quite a drop from a year 
ago when they were four to 
six hundred dollars.

The year is 1945, the 
Nazis may be planning a new 
counter-offensive against the 
allied powers and you have 
been chosen to sabatoge the 
main Nazi force, beleived 
tobe hiding in a fortress 
codenamed Eagle’s Nest. 
Three prior allied soldiers had 
the same exact mission as 
yourself and have faiied to 
return. So, in addition to 
destroying the Nazi fortress, 
you must 

also rescue these three 
POWs before they spill their 
guts to the dreaded enemy 
preparing for 
attack. One more catch 
added on to your mission: 
you must save as many art 
treasures from the 
fortress you will destroy with 
explosives as possible! 

This is the world of 
Eagle’s Nest, the latest 
arcade style game from 
Mindscape Software. 

Eagle’s Nest gives the player 
an overhead view of his 
player fighting his way 
through the Nazi 


fortress in search of treasures, 
prisoners and much needed 
food and ammunition (most of 
which 

the player receives points for). 
To attain these objects, the 
player must shoot and kill 
many 

Nazi guards, thus lowering his 
ammunition. In the process he 
may get shot, wounded and 
thus 

loose hit points, which may be 
regained by eating food. In 
certain places the player may 
also 

run into a key or two, which 
he may use to open metal 
gates (wooden ones may be 
shot down). 

Since I have only been 
playing Eagle's Nest for a 
couple of days, I really cannot 
tell 

you much more about this 
adventure. To be honest with 
you, I probably never will, 
mainly 

because I became rather 
bored with Eagle’s Nest after 
the first few hours. However, if 
you 
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liked Time Bandits, you 
may show more enthusiasm 
over this game than I have. 
It has a good 
plot, nice graphics, and 
maybe the most nicest 
feature: digitized music, 
gunfire and fence 
opening. Overall, if you are 
willing to stick with a game 
that may take a couple of 
weeks to 

solve, I’m sure you will be a 
hero held high by the allies 
(personally, I'm not that 
patient 

unless the game is one by 
Infocom) If not, I 
recommend a more 
shallower game like Super 
Cycle. 

Gauntlet, which some of 
you younger people may 
have seen in the arcades, is 
soon to be 

released for the ST. That, in 
my opinion, would be a 
much better type of arcade 
style game 

simply because it moves 
along much quicker than 
does Eagle’s Nest.
